past ten years we have made wonder- 
ful strides in the study of neurology, 
or science of nerves. It is modifying 
the science of medicine as well as the 
science of teaching. If the teacher of 
the future desires to teach according 
to the latest accepted principles, it will 
require him to do a great deal of original 
work in the study of the nervous sys- 
tem. 


After a short intermission and a 


song, "Count Your Blessings," Wil- 
liam Hawley Smith spoke on "Born 
Short." The modern idea is that the 
people have rights as well as the king. 
We are tending toward mutuatiam. 
An example is our present system of 
mail delivery. Freaks such as Blind 
Tom and Hayden may be said to have 
been "born long.'' 
Some of us and 


some of the children of our schools are 
born short. 
He stated that even 


Charles Sumner could not learn mathe- 
matics but he came to be one of Amer- 
ica's great lawyers. 
Ganeral Grant 


had no ability whatever to manage 
money—born short as a financier—but 
born long as far as being able to com- 
mand men. There is as much music 
in each of us as in Beethoven, but the 
avenues of expression are not with us. 
The nervous organism makes all the 
difference between us. It is unwise 
for us to try to excel in things in 
•vhich we are born short. The morn- 
ing session closed by singing, "Beauti- 
ful Is'e."

Siunkard, who called the first speaker 
of the session, Prof. Gillan, his theme 
being "Exemplification of Different 
Methods m Reading " He claimed that 
the speaking vocabulary of the child at 
the sge of six ranges from 500 to 2,000 
wordb. Oar work should be arranged to 
give most training to the eye and hand 
The chief value of a reading exercise 
is in giving eye training. He illustrated 
the method of teaching reading by using 
the Greek language By thishe brought 
out the weakness of the average child 
and advised teachers to have greater 
patience in primary work. The word 
method is good for beginners but a bad 
method when continued too long. The 
child must have a key by which to 
gain the pronunciation of new and un- 
familiar words. This may be furnish- 
ed by the phonic or phonetic method. 
He illustrated the absurdity of teach- 
ing reading by the alphabetical meth- 
od. The speaker gave his audience

The first speaker of the afternoon 


was Prof. Gillan, on the topic, "Read- 
ing and Language in the Middle 
Grades " The chief thing to be culti- 
vated in the primary grades is to train 
the eye. 
In the lower grades, the 


child learts to read; in the higher, 
they read to learn. It is well to have 
them know that they should confess 
ignorance at the proper time. When 
this is done the teacher knows just 
where to begin Phrase reading does 
much to train the eye. Teachers should 
disregard the paragraph as a unit of 
class work. We,however, dare not dis- 
regard the 
paragraph as a unit of 


thought 
This will require pupils to 


use their eyes at all points of the reci- 
tation. Supplementary reading matter 
is a good device for teaching pupils to 
u*e their eyes quickly and accurately. 
All reading matter should have some 
of the element of novelty. 


At this point of the proceedings we

Prof. Deatrick spoke on "Impeded 


Highways." He explained the Neurone 
tf eory of nervcus structure and ner- 
vcus action. The whole nervous sys- 
tem is composed of neurones. By no 
prrcess can we increase the equipment 
of a child. At the time the neurones 
if he nervous sjstcm grow is the op- 
portune moment 
In some children 


they dev?lrp early, say at the age of 
six; in oth'ra, at the age of eight; in 
others at the age of 18, and later. All 
nervous sction and thought depend 
upon the stimulation of these nerve 
units. Tbe neurones never increase in 
number, but their usefulness can be 
made to attain wonderful proportions. 
There can be no perfect mental action 
withost having the nervous organism 
in good condition. It is all important 
that the physical constitution of the 
chi'd be kept healthy for the nervous 
system sympathizes with the body. In- 
termission of ten minutes was given, 
followed by a musical drill of ten 
oainntes. 


William Hawley Smith made his 


final appearance before the teachers. 
His subject was ' 'Educational Values 
of Branches of Study."

the pupil's mind to act 
Memory will 


not retain anything for any length of 
time, ot which the mind has no intui- 
tive knowledge. The ideal pupils, like 
Jesus, both ask and answer questions. 
The best way to have pupils make pro- 
gress is to start them in something 
they can do and delight to do. 
In re- 


sponse to a question, Mr. Smith re- 
marked that he would abolish grade 
requirements. 
He recommended an

Ex-Superintendent C J. Potts then 


spoke on the compulsory school law. 
The law is before us and it becomes 
the duty of directors to carry it out. 
At some places in the county people 
think more of the few dollars that 
can be earned in a mine or a few 
els of corn that may be husked than 
they do of their children. As long as 
this law is on the statute books it 
should be enforced; if it is not we are 
allowing our people to become law 
breakers. 


After discussions by various direc- 


tors E. M. Pennell, E q , very ably ex- 
plained the technical points in the 
new law. The people of Bedford bor- 
cugh were handed slips on which the 
law was clearly explained and once 
understood the people responded most 
heartily, and the attendance was nev- 
er better. la order to secure attend- 
ance use the best discretion you pos* 
aeis to have the children in school. It 
is tie duty of directors to convert the 
boys and girls into true American 
citizens. 
H. H. Brumbaugh, local 


superintendent of Broad Top township, 
then said that the law was being en- 
forced and meeting with success in 
his township. 


Superintendent Wright very for- 


cibly presented the duty of directo-Ft 
When people once understand the 
meaning of the laws of the land the 
mere they will be obeyed. 


Ex-Superintendent Cessna address- 


ed the directors on the kind of teacher 
to select. By various comparisons be 
showed clearly that the teacher that 
is to be selected is the one that can do 
the work. Character and qualifica- 
tions are standards that must not be 
overlooked in supplying schools with 
teachers. 


The second subject was "The Teach- 


er's Salary." Prof. Potts encouraged 
directors to keep employing good 
teachers by raising the salary to hold 
them. Mr. Pennell told how teachers 
are robbed of a part of their salaries 
by having to pay for chopping wood, 
scrubbing and sweeping. No teacher 
can do successful work in shaping and 
molding the minds of children and at 
the same time chop wood, scrub and 
sweep. C. R. Rhodes, in some very 
effective remarks, said, cut down the 
number of teachers rather than cut 
down the teacher's wages.

He died at his 
home near Tiflio, 0 , on November 25, 
1901, aged sixty-six years, one month 
and thirteen days. He was a son of 
John Stone. 
He married Miss Mar- 


garet Luman on June 38, 1865, His 
wife and the following children sur- 
vive him: R Foster, of Missouri; Mrs. 
Fred Miller and Mrs. Albert Strauss, of 
Fostoria, 0 ; Howard, Charles, John, 
Harry, Anna, Lrnra and Catharine, of 
near Tiffin, 0 
One brother and two 


sisters also survive him, namely, Solo- 
mon Stone, of Kansas; Mrs George An- 
drews, of Ohio, and Mrs Daniel Beegle, 
of Osterburg. 
The deceased united 


with the Lutheran church, April 17 
1859, and was for many years an of- 
ficer in the church and superintendent 
of tbe Sunday school He enlisted in Co. 
D, 101st Pennsylvania Regiment Infan- 
try, at Harrisburg, in October, 1861, 
ard was appointed second sergeant 
Tbe regiment served in the Army of the 
Potomac,

siege of Yorktown, in the battles of 
Williamsburg, Fair Oaks, Kingston, 
N C , White Hall, Goldsborough and 
other contests and skirmishes. He was 
taken prisoner and served ten months 
and six days in the Audersonville 
prison. The time he served his country 
was three years and six months. Mr. 
Stone went west eighteen years ago 
and lived in Ohio until called to his 
eternal home.

Finding of tbe Court of Inquiry. 


The finding of the Schley court of in- 


quiry has been made public. Two re- 
ports were submitted, the court agree- 
ing upon the facts, but not upon the 
opinions based thereon. The majority, 
Admiral Benham and Ramsay, con- 
demn Admiral Schley for various acts 
of omission, and find that his conduct 
was "characterized by vacillation, dila- 
torioess and lack of enterprise." They 
say, however, that in the battle he 
was "self-poaseE3Bd and he encouraged 
in his own person his subordinate 
officers and men." 
Admiral Dawey 


made a separate report, sustaining Ad- 
miral Schley and giving him c-edit as 
the officer in command for "the glorious 
victory which resulted in the total de- 
struction of the Spanish ships." Press 
and people are almost a unit in com- 
mending the action of Dewey and in 
condemning the course of his col- 
leagues. A Harrisburg Star-Independ- 
ent editoi ial published on the second 
page of TEE GAZETTE voices the sen- 
timent of the fair-minded American 
citizens.

A heavy rain storm passed over 


Pennsylvania Saturday night, doing 
considerable damage 
Several lives 


were lost, property valued at half a 
million of dollars was destroyed and 
thousands of men were thrown out of 
employment. 
Many districts in the 


county suffered serious loss. Fences 
and bridges were swept away, fields 
were washed out and roads were badly 
damaged. Tbe Raystown Branch was 
almost, if not quite, as high as it was 
during the Johnstown flood in '89 
At 


Bedford it overflowed the railroad 
track, swept through 
the Electric 


Light company's plant and flooded a 
house in "Texas." The water entered 
the mill owned by Postmaster Prosser. 
About -300 bushels,i.of. unhnaked corn 
belonging to George Swartz and Jacob 
Bowser floated frcm a field "below 
town owned by the Barclay heirs. 
The railroad company also was among 
tbe sufferers. la many places along 
the line the water was almost as high 
as it ever was before. About 7 o'clock 
in the evening reports of high water 
and damage to the track began to 
come in and Superintendents. C. Long 
tied up all trains and sent a light 
engine with a force of men out to 
rximine and miks repairs to the trick 
and troad-bed. It was found that in 
many places the track was not safe for 
trains to pass over. Tlie night pas 
senger train arrived at Mann's Choice 
several hours late. By this time it 
was learned that this train could not 
be gotten through before some time 
tbe next day and it was annulled and 
the passengers were taken to tbe 
Metropolitan hotel for the night 
The 


track was undermined at Gray Horse 
curve, which was caused by the drift 
lodging against Lybarger's trestle, 
causing the water to go down the east 
side of the track and run over at this 
point. At Will's Creek station (bridge 
No. 17) the water was three or four 
feet deep on the track and the bridge 
was blocked with logs, brush and 
large stones. The water came down 
from the mountainside with such force 
that the men, in the drenching rain, 
could make very little headway; but 
by faithful work they managed to get 
local freight over the bridge about 8 
o'clock Sunday morning. 
The pas- 


senger train arrived at Cumberland 
about 1 o'clock, 16 hours late. About 
130 feet of the road-bed of the passing 
siding at Fossilville was washed away, 
leaving three loaded coal cars topple 
into the 
creek. 
Cunning's Creek 


Branch also was badly damaged in 
some places. 


Everett did not escape the deluge. 


There the cellars of the following 
business places, were -flooded: A H. 
Whetstone, Mrs. M. E. Barndollar, M. 
D. Barndollar, A, J. Nycum, Hotel 
Hixon, James Sheeder, W. S. Mellott,

D B. Ott, Union hotel and all of the 
cellars of the houses on South street. 
At some places the fires in the furnaces 
were put out by the water 
Some 


citizens of Everett, it is said, saw a 
wagon loaded with corn float down 
the river. The lumber for a stable 
which Jacob Ober was going to build 
was swept away by the torrent. 


The citizens of Hyndman are having 


the unique experience of a water 
famine following a flood. The heavy 
rain on Saturday swelled little Wills 
creek into a raging torrent, which 
broke the main pipe leading from the 
reservoir of the Hyndman Water com- 
pany to the town, the pipe crossing 
the stream just outside of the borough 
limits. It will be almost impossible 
to repair the damage until the water 
falls. Consequently the entire popu- 
lation of the place is compelled to ob- 
tain its supply of water from two 
small springs, to which there is a con- 
tinual procession of the bucket brigade. 


A great deal of damage was done in 


Napier township. 
A lot of linwood

Frederick Rock was carried off. 


At Hopewell over $600 worth of logs 


and lumber owned by ex-Sheriff An- 
urew Dodson "went out to sea."

A "Gazette" Header Says "Broadbrim" Hat 


Been Misinformed.

DKAH GAZEITK :—For years I have 


beeoi a; reader-;crf, THB GAZETTE, and 
have always read with much interest 
the interesting, instructive and enter- 
taining letters of Broadbrim. I have 
learned to look forward to them, with 
inxiety, to learn his views on certain 
subjects which are given without fear 
or favor on many subjects; but I must 
say I was more than surprised at part 
of the statement in the last letter, No. 
1281. I hold about the same views on 
the labor question that he advocates 
in this letter, but I must say that he 
has been grossly misinformed or is 
laboring under a great mistake. He 
says, in speaking of the recent strike 
in our growing, bustling city, "In 
McEeesport recently street cars were 
blown up with nitro-glycerine, men 
and women were dragged out of the 
cars and whipped because they sought 
to ride from their homes to their work, 
etc., and on one occasion a young girl 
aged about sixteen years was dragged 
from the cars by a lot of female furies 
and whipped nearly to death." 


Broadbrim evidently has,been im- 


posed upon. I have been a resident of 
this city for the last eight years. In 
that time we have had two strikes 
The one in '94 mas attended with some 
bloodshed, although no one was killed. 
All the time during the recent strike 
our city was as quiet as any city in the 
country. The strike was confined ex- 
clusively to the mills; there was no 
trouble at all with the trolley lines, 
no such scjne took place. A stranger 
might have come to our city any time 
during the strike, and save for the 
crowds of idle man standing in groups 
on the streets discussing the situation 
they would not have known the mill 
workers were all on strike. 


I know whereof I speak, for my 


business takes me out over the city 
among the mill workers as much as 
any man in the city. I write this in 
justice' to our city and to correct 
Broadbrim, who has been

WASHTHOTOif, December 17 —The de- 


cision rendered on Friday by, the 
Schley court of inquiry has resulted in 
a bitter disappointment for a large 
majority of the people of the United 
States. 
The selection of Admiral 


Dewey as president of the court led 
the people to believe that Admiral 
Schley would receive the fairest treat- 
ment and that a verdict which would 
practically exonerate him would be 
rendered. Some of the more conser- 
vative pointed out that on merely 
technical grounds the court might be 
obliged to find'that the admiral had 
been negligent of certain duties and no 
one believed that Admiral Dewey 
would fiinch from criticising his bro- 
ther officer if he found grounds for so 
doing. 
As it is, the people have, from 


the minority report submitted by Ad- 
miral Dawey, grounds for believing 
that even from a technical standpoint 
there was nothing reprehensible in 
the admiral's conduct and, at the same 
time, they have the opinion of the 
majority of the court that he was 
guilty on every count of the "precept." 
Needless to say, the friends of the ad- 
miral feel that the navy department 
knew what it was doing when it se- 
lected the officers who sat with Ad- 
miral Schley and that a fair trial has 
not yet been had. 


Attorney Rayner, who worked so 


hard to clear his friend from every 
charge, expressed himself as bitterly 
disappointed and believes that Admiral 
Schley should appeal to the civil courts 
for vindication. 
Whether Admiral 


Sehley will feel that he can afford such 
a. course or not remains to be seen. 
Cn the meantime it is believed that 
congress will take up the matter and 
make a thorough investigation looking 
aot only to an examination of the acts 
of Admiral Schley in the premises but 
with a further view to fixing the blame 
for the Maclay history and, if it finds 
Admiral Schley innocent of the charges 
of the "precept," to bring to light 
those persons who are responsible for 
what looks like a persecution. 


The first public example of the dig- 


nified and concerted opposition which 
will be offered by the Democratic 
minority in congress was afforded by 
the dissenting report of the Demo- 
crats of the house committee on ways 
and means, on the Philippine tariff 
bill, which was presented to the house 
on Friday. Mr. Bichardson presented 
the minority report, which denounced 
the measure as "another step in the 
well marked line of imperialism." 
The report goes on to say that "We 
oppose the whole policy of the major- 
ity in dealing with the 
Philippine 


archipelago. 
We believe that instead 


of the effort they are making to set up 
and hold permanent colonies there 
should long since have been inaugu- 
rated a policy assuring to the people 
of those islands stable government and 
their ultimate independence." 


The report goes on to demonstrate 


how thoroughly 
impractical, even 


from a commercial standpoint, is the 
Republican policy and submits that in 
addition to the original 320,000,000 
paid to Spain for the islands it has 
cost the government the past year $85,. 
000.000 to maintain the army of occupa- 
tion, without taking into account the 
increased expense of naval service and 
the appalling number of lives which 
have been sacrificed. In return for all 
•.his the United States has received 
from the islands trade amounting, 
during the past year, to $5,427,706, 
while foreign nations have received 
Philippine trade amounting to $43,- 
000,000 during the same period. 


The minority report will, of course, 


have no effect upon the course of the 
majority and the bill will be discussed 
during the next two days and Wednes- 
day afternoon will be passed by the 
house. Mr. Richardson's report may, 
however, have the effect of opening 
the eyes of the public to the frightful 
price the country is paying for the 
gratification of Republican imperial- 
istic ambitions.

THE SHAME

The findings of the 
Schley court of in- 
quiry has been filed

Now, 
then, suppose your carriage, running 
at the frightful speed of ten miles an 
hour, should meet a bull on the way, 
what then, sir?" Stevenson, who had 
lost patience at the foolish inquiry, re- 
plied : "It would be d—d hard on the 
bull." Before his death the greit dis- 
coverer had the satisfaction of seeing 
ten multiplied by four. Nor did the 
limit stop even there, for undreamed 
of possibilities lay before it. 


As a relief to the pedestrian the bicy- 


cle began s. revolution the end of 
which would scarcely be conceived. As 
this invention began to grow toward 
perfection it was thought by those 
deep in the mysteries of speed that 
nothing of reasonable cost and simple 
mechanism could ever bs invented to 
be of advantage to men of ordinary 
means. Yet in two years the automo- 
bile has forced itself into public atten- 
tion and crowned itself with glory by 
completing a wonderful record for a 
mile in 52 seconds. 


But in thinking of this wonderful 


record, a performance which seems al- 
most beyond human belief, neither one 
nor all put together will equal the 
wondrous miracle of the newspaper 
press.

The report- 
er is there to tell of the miraculous 
workings of 
this latest 
aquatic 


miracle. We nod him on the summit 
of the Chinese wall, looking down 
into the forbidden city, 
pestilence sweeps through India and 
millions perish in its trick.

A Persian Barber. 


A Persian barber works In a style 


very different from that in vogue In 
this country. 
A typical shop is a 


square room, with one side open to the 
street. In the center is a tiny bed of 
flowers sunk in the floor, from the 
middle of which rises an octagonal 
stone column about three feet high. 


The capital of the column forms a 


receptacle for the water In which the 
barber dips his hand as he shaves his 
customer's scalp. In Persia they do 
not lather. The shop Is very clean. In 
two recesses stand four vases filled 
with flowers and the implements of the 
barber's art—scissors, razors, lancets, 
hand mirrors, large pinchers to extract 
teeth, branding irons to cauterize the 
arteries in amputating limbs, strong 
combs, but not a hairbrush, for that 
Implement is never used by Persians. 


From the barber's girdle hang a 


round copper water bottle, his strop, 
and a pouch to hold his Instruments. 
In his bosom Is a small mirror, the 
presentation of which to his customers 
is a sign that the Job is finished and 
that the barber waits for bis pay. The 
barber shaves the heads of bis custom- 
ers, dyes their beards, pulls their teeth, 
blisters and bleeds them when ailing, 
sets their broken bones and shampoos 
their bodies.—Exchange.

Tlie Water Cnriiivora. 


The numbei of caimvorous creatures 


found in the water seems out of all 
proportion to the usual order of, nature, 
but this is perhaps because the minute, 
almost invisible creatures of which the 
rivers and ponds are lull and which are 
the main food of the smaller water car- 
nivora, live mainly on decaying vege- 
table substance, which is practically 
converted and condensed into micro- 
scopical animals before these become 
In turn the food of others. 


It is as if all the trees and grass on 


land were flrst eaten by locusts or 
white ants and the locusts and white 
ants were then eaten by sernicarnlvo- 
rous cows and sheep, which were In 
turn eaten .by true carnivore. The wa- 
ter weeds, both when living anil decay- 
Ing, are eaten by the entomostraca, the 
entomostraca are eaten by the larvas 
of Insects, the perfect insects are eaten 
by the fish and the fish are eaten by 
men, otters and birds. 


Thus we eat the products of the wa- 


ter plants at four removes in a fish, 
while we eat tliat of the grass or tur- 
nips only in the secondary form—beef 
or mutton. 


A LiVING BAROMETER. 


*he Crnlllilcc Spider That Po«*» U 


Yuoutnii'g Weather Sharp. 


In Yucatan, a land of many curiosi- 


ties, there is a living barometer In the 
form of a small spider, called "am" on 
account of t'ne effect produced by Its 
poison. As far as its own conduct goei 
the insect is Inoffensive and can be 
handled with impunity, but if anybody 
has the misfortune to get one mysteri- 
ously mixed with his food he Is certain 
to die after a few Lours and meanwhile 
for some unexplained reason will fre- 
quently ejaculate "Am, am, am!" hence 
the name of the spider. 
Throughout 


the peninsula this is affirmed to be a 
fact, and if au am falls into fodder of 
horses or mules the animal that swal- 
lows it surely dies. 


This spider is shaped like a crab, 


minus the clawe, and is of a bright yel- 
low color, with brown spots; the big- 
gest could be accommodated upon a 
silver dime. Us favorite aboje Is 
among the leaves of the banana shrub, 
commonly, but erroneously, called tree. 
There it spins with extrerae rapidity, 
Its web, which is prodigiously large, 
considering the size of its architect, 
and proceeds to devour the flies that 
are unlucky enough to get entangled 
in the meshes of this astonishing little 
glutton, that is not satisfied with less 
than a dozen a day—that is to say. It 
consumes a good deal more than Its 
own bulk. Its progeny is numerous 
and appears at first like more black 
specks, smaller than the smallest pin's 
head. 


The sky may be blue and cloudless 


when suddenly the am commences tak- 
ing In its sails, or, rather, gathering in 
Its net, with neatness and dispatch, 
cramming the whole of the material 
Into its diminutive body entirely out of 
sight. A few minutes completes the 
Job, 
and the spider takes up its posi- 


tion on the under surface of one of the 
great leaves to be lulled by the gentle 
swaying and sheltered while the storm 
rages. It Is for this that the am has 
prepared, and never is it mistaken. 
When the web is taken in, rain will 
certainly fall within an hour. 


The moment the am Is touched It 


feigns death and lets Itself drop, show- 
ing no sign of life until again placed 
npon a leaf or on the ground. Many a 
one has lain in the palm of the writer's 
hand Inert, all its legs drawn close to 
Its body, while It was examined at 
leisure, even being picked up In the 
fingers without Its manifesting any 
life. 


Measuring tlie Hent of the Body. 
By means oi an ingenious instrument 


Invented by Dr. Lombard of New York 
it is ascertained that a woman's body 
is warmer than that of a man by about 
three-fourths of a degree and some- 
times as high as one degree, while in 
no instance has the warmth of a man's 
body been found to be greater than 
that of a female. It is also definitely 
ascertained that children are decidedly 
warmer than adults, the difference be- 
ing about 1 degree F., the younger the 
child the greater the diversity. A dif- 
ference in the heat of the sides of the 
body is discovered to be an invariable 
law. The left side of the head and ex- 
tending downward to the base of the 
neck is much hotter than the right side. 


Fish That <jto Forty Miles an Hour. 


Few of us have an accurate idea of 


the rate at whicb fish swim. When we 
say that a person is "as fast as a por- 
poise," we hardly associate a quick 
rate of swimming with that individual, 
yet he and everybody else would like 
to be able to get through the water as 
rapidly. Porpoises have been seen to 
dart round and round a steamer travel- 
Ing seventeen miles an hour, thus prov- 
ing their capacity to swim at a greater 
rate than that. 


The dolphin may be placed on a level 


with the porpoise, but the bonito has 
occasionally been known to approach 
forty miles for short distances. 


Herrings, in shoals, move steadily at 


a rate between ten and twelve miles; 
mackerel swim much faster, and both 
trout and salmon go at a rapid pace 
when migrating up a stream for spawn- 
Ing. 


Whales are not flsu in the scientific 


sense, but it is interesting to note that 
these monsters swim at a rate of six- 
teen miles an bour when excited, al- 
though their ordinary speed is estimat- 
ed at between four and five miles.

It repre- 
sented Phctbus, the national deity of 
the Rhodians. It was begun by Chares, 
a pupil of I.ysippus, the sculptor, and 
was completed by Laches 288 B. C. 
The popular belief is that it stood 
astride the harbor of Rhodes, that it 
was 105 feet high and that ships could 
easily sail between its legs. 


Pliny said that few men could clasp 


its thumb. It was cast on metal plates, 
afterward joined together, and this 
process occupied twelve years. In the 
interior was a spiral staircase reach- 
ing into its head, and In a great mirror 
suspended to its neck were reflected 
the coast of Syria and the ships sailing 
to Egypt. 


After it had stood for sixty-four 


years this colossus was o\ erthrown by 
an earthquake, and its remains lay on 
the shore for 023 years—that is, until 
A. D. 072—when they were sold by the 
Saracens to a Hebrew dealer. The 
original cost was SOO talents—say, $6.- 
000,000—and it is not too much to say 
that a similar image might be con- 
structed now in one-fourth of the time 
and at one-third of the original cost. 
Rhodes, by tbe way. must have had 
colossus on the brain, for Pliny relates 
that the port was adorned with l.OCO 
colossal statues of the suii. 


Harpers Ferrr. 


Harpers Ferry was named after 


Robert Harper, an architect and mill 
builder, born In 1703 In the town of 
Oxford, England. lie came to Amer- 
ica in 1733 with his brother Joseph 
and located in Philadelphia, where for 
a time he prospered but. failing later, 
concluded to join the Friends of Lou- 
doun county, Va. En route to his new 
home he came upon the gap in the 
Blue Ridge mountains, where he made 
hta home.

Edward Cocker, who lived In the 


reign of Charles II., Is chiefly known 
to the present generation by the say- 
Ing In common use, "According to 
Cocker," which means In accordance 
with arithmetical rules. I saw the oth- 
er day amid the treasures of a private 
collector a copy of the flrst edition of 
Cocker's immortal worU on arithmetic, 
published by T. Passenger at the 
Three Bibles on London bridge. Only 
two, or at most three, perfect copies 
are known to the book collector. One 
is In the British museum. This par- 
ticular copy, its brown morocco piti- 
fully faded, bears on its title page the 
inscription, 
"Cocker's 
Arithmetick, 


Perused and Published by John Haw- 
kins by the Author's Correct Copy." 


It contains what purports to be a 


portrait of "ingenious Cocker." Ex- 
perts, however, shake their heads over 
the authenticity of this work of art. 
There are many engraved portraits of 
the epoch, but there was only one 
Cocker. The British museum copy has 
no portrait, and there is too much rea- 
son to fear that this embellishment 
was added by some Ingenious owner 
of an earlier century. Cocker died In 
1G75.
